1.1  Mayor’s  Report 

In  his  Budget  Speech  to  Parliament  on  24'*^  of  February  2016,  the  Minister  of  Finance  said:  “ 

“The  201 6 Budget  presents  a story  about  making  the  right  choices  in  order  to  change 
the  trajectory  of  our  economy  and  society.  In  short,  this  2016  budget  is  about  eight  things: 

1)  Manage  our  finances  in  a prudent  and  sustainable  way, 

2)  Re-ignite  confidence  and  mobilise  the  resources  of  all  social  partners, 

3)  Give  hope  to  our  youth  through  training  and  economic  opportunities, 

4)  Protect  South  Africans  from  the  effects  of  the  drought, 

5)  Continously  improve  our  education  and  health  systems, 

6)  Accelerate  transformation  towards  an  inclusive  economy  and  participation  by  all, 

7)  Collectively  invest  more  in  infrastructure  to  increase  potential  growth, 

8)  Strenghten  social  solidarity  and  extend  our  social  safety  net. 

Cederberg  Municipality  was  in  no  way  immune  to  the  harsh  economic  realities.  Management 
within  local  government  has  a significant  role  to  play  in  strengthening  the  link  between  the 
citizen  and  government’s  overall  priorities  and  spending  plans.  The  goal  should  be  to  enhance 
service  delivery  aimed  at  improving  the  quality  of  life  for  all  people  within  the  Cederberg 
Municipality.  Budgeting  is  primarily  about  the  choices  that  the  municipality  has  to  make 
between  competing  priorities  and  fiscal  realities.  The  challenge  is  to  do  more  with  the  available 
resources.  We  need  to  remain  focused  on  the  effective  delivery  of  the  core  municipal  services 
through  the  application  of  efficient  and  effective  service  delivery  mechanisms. 

The  application  of  sound  financial  management  principles  for  the  compilation  of  the  municipality 
financial  plan  is  essential  and  critical  to  ensure  that  the  municipality  remains  financially  viable 
and  that  sustainable  municipal  services  are  provided  economically  and  equitably  to  all 
communities. 


1.2  Executive  Summary 


The  application  of  sound  financial  management  principles  for  the  compilation  of  the 
municipality  financial  plan  is  essential  and  critical  to  ensure  that  the  municipality  remains 
financially  viable  and  that  municipal  services  are  provided  sustainably,  economically  and 
equitably  to  all  communities. 

The  municipality  business  and  service  delivery  priorities  were  reviewed  as  part  of  this 
year’s  planning  and  budget  process 

The  municipality  has  embarked  on  implementing  a range  of  revenue  collection  strategies 
to  optimize  the  collection  of  debt  owed  by  consumers 

National  Treasury’s  MFMA  Circular  No. 75  were  used  to  guide  the  compilation  of  the 
2016/17  MTREF. 

The  main  challenges  experienced  during  the  compilation  of  the  2016/17  MTREF  can  be 
summarised  as  follows: 


• The  ongoing  difficulties  in  the  national  and  local  economy; 

• The  increased  cost  of  bulk  water  and  electricity  (due  to  tariff  increases  from  Rand 
Water  and  Eskom),  which  is  placing  upward  pressure  on  service  tariffs  to  residents. 
Continuous  high  tariff  increases  are  not  sustainable  - as  there  will  be  point  where 
services  will  no-longer  be  affordable; 

• Wage  increases  for  municipal  staff  that  continue  to  exceed  consumer  inflation,  as  well 
as  the  need  to  fill  critical  vacancies; 

• Availability  of  affordable  capital/borrowing.

Total  operating  revenue  will  grow  by  25.24%  over  the  MTREF  period.  Total  operating 
expenditure  for  the  2016/17  financial  year  has  been  appropriated  at  R 230  million  and 
translates  into  a budgeted  deficit  of  R 10.224  million.  The  Municipality  budget  for 
depreciation  of  R18.314  million  and  debt  impairment  of  R 10  million  in  the  2016/17 


financial  year.  This  is  the  same  trend  for  the  following  years  to  back  up  reserves  to  replace 
infrastructure  assets  in  future  with  own  funds  and  be  lesser  grant  depended  in  year 
2017/2018.  The  capital  budget  of  R50.561  million  in  2016/2017  are  mainly  for  upgrading 
of  water  and  waste  water  management  and  electricity. 

The  Budget  Summary  provided  in  the  following  table  provides  a concise  overview  of 
Cederberg  Municipality’s  budget  from  all  of  the  major  financial  perspectives  (operating, 
capital  expenditure,  financial  position,  cash  flow,  and  MFMA  funding  compliance). 


1.3  Operating  Revenue  Framework 

For  Cederberg  Municipality  to  continue  improving  the  quality  of  services  provided  to  its 
citizens  it  needs  to  generate  the  required  revenue.  In  these  tough  economic  times  strong 
revenue  management  is  fundamental  to  the  financial  sustainability  of  every  municipality. 
The  reality  is  that  we  are  faced  with  development  backlogs  and  poverty.  The  expenditure 
required  to  address  these  challenges  will  inevitably  always  exceed  available  funding; 
hence  difficult  choices  have  to  be  made  in  relation  to  tariff  increases  and  balancing 
expenditures  against  realistically  anticipated  revenues. 

The  municipality’s  revenue  strategy  is  built  around  the  following  key  components: 

• National  Treasury’s  guidelines  and  macroeconomic  policy; 

• Efficient  revenue  management,  which  aims  to  ensure  a 95  per  cent  annual  collection 
rate  for  property  rates  and  other  key  service  charges; 

• Electricity  tariff  increases  as  approved  by  the  National  Electricity  Regulator  of  South 
Africa  (NERSA); 

• Achievement  of  full  cost  recovery  of  specific  user  charges  especially  in  relation  to 
trading  services; 

• Determining  the  tariff  escalation  rate  by  establishing/calculating  the  revenue 
requirement  of  each  service; 

• The  municipality’s  Property  Rates  Policy  approved  in  terms  of  the  Municipal  Property 
Rates  Act,  2004  (Act  6 of  2004)  (MPRA); 

• Increase  ability  to  extend  new  services  and  recover  costs; 

• The  municipality’s  Indigent  Policy  and  rendering  of  free  basic  services;  and 

• Tariff  policies  of  the  Municipality.

1.4  Operating  Expenditure  Framework 


Tariff-setting  is  a pivotal  and  strategic  part  of  the  compilation  of  any  budget.  When  rates, 
tariffs  and  other  charges  were  revised,  local  economic  conditions,  input  costs  and  the 
affordability  of  services  were  taken  into  account  to  ensure  the  financial  sustainability  of 
Cederberg  Municipality.  For  the  2016/17  financial  year  the  following  tariffs  increases  are 
proposed: 

• Property  rates:  A tariff  decrease  11%  for  residential  properties,  an  increase  of  8%  for 
farms,  12%  for  business  properties  and  12%  for  properties  owned  by  government 
institutions 

• Water  and  impact  of  tariff  increases:  A new  tariff  structure  was  implemented  for  water 
based  on  the  increase  of  running  cost.  The  current  basic  infrastructure  fee  for  water 
will  increase  from  R 95.00  (VAT  excluded)  to  R 100.70  (VAT  excluded)  for  residents 
and  to  R 157.5(VAT  excluded)  for  business  to  maintain  and  renew  the  water 
infrastructure.  In  addition,  6 kf  water  per  30-day  period  will  again  be  granted  free  of 
charge  to  all  indigent  residents. 

• Sale  of  Electricity:  A tariff  increase  of  7.64%  is  proposed.  Registered  indigents  will 
again  be  granted  50  kWh  per  30-day  period,  free  of  charge. 

• Sanitation:  A tariff  increase  of  6.7%  is  proposed.  Indigent  consumers  are  fully 
subsidized  and  don’t  pay  for  sanitation  according  to  council  policy.  A basic  Fee  of  R 
26.5  (vat  excluded)  will  be  charged. 

• Waste  Removal  and  impact  of  tariff  increases:  A tariff  increase  of  6.7%  is  proposed. 
Registered  indigent  customers  will  get  a rebate  on  the  basic  fee  only.  A basic  fee  of  R 
16.96  (VAT  excluded)  will  be  charged  for  residents  and  R 133.37.00  (VAT  excluded) 
will  be  charged  for  businesses. 

• Other  revenue  consists  of  various  items  such  as  income  received  from  permits  and 
licenses,  building  plan  fees,  connection  fees,  fines  collected  and  other  sundry  receipts

The  budgeted  allocation  for  employee  related  costs  for  the  2016/2017  financial  year  totals 
R73.780  million.  Based  on  the  three  year  collective  SALGBC  agreement,  salary  increases  have 
been  factored  into  this  budget  at  a percentage  increase  of  6%  for  the  2016/17  financial  year.  An 
annual  increase  of  6.5%  has  been  included  in  the  two  outer  years  of  the  MTREF.  As  part  of  the 
planning  assumptions  and  interventions  all  vacancies  were  originally  removed  from  the  budget 
and  a report  was  compiled  by  the  Corporate  Services  Department  relating  to  the  prioritization  of 
critical  vacancies  within  the  Municipality.  The  outcome  of  this  exercise  was  the  inclusion  of 
R 1 million  in  the  2016/17  to  co-fund  EPWP  wages. The  cost  associated  with  the  remuneration 
of  councillors  is  determined  by  the  Minister  of  Co-operative  Governance  and  Traditional  Affairs 
in  accordance  with  the  Remuneration  of  Public  Office  Bearers  Act,  1998  (Act  20  of  1998).  The 
most  recent  proclamation  in  this  regard  has  been  taken  into  account  in  compiling  the  budget. 

The  provision  of  debt  impairment  was  determined  based  on  an  budgeted  collection  rate  of  90% 
and  the  Debt  Write-off  Policy  of  the  municipality  as  thejndigent  profile  of  the  municipality  are 
growing.  For  the  2016/17  financial  year  this  amount  equates  to  RIO  million  and  escalates  to 
R1 1.342  million  by  2018/19.  While  this  expenditure  is  considered  to  be  a non-cash  flow  item,  it 
informed  the  total  cost  associated  with  rendering  the  services  of  the  municipality,  as  well  as  the 
municipality’s  realistically  anticipated  revenues. 


Provision  for  depreciation  and  asset  impairment  has  been  informed  by  the  municipality’s  Asset 
Management  Policy.  Please  note  that  an  asset  replacement  programme  is  in  place. 
Depreciation  is  widely  considered  a proxy  for  the  measurement  of  the  rate  asset  consumption. 
Budget  appropriations  in  this  regard  total  R18.314  million  for  the  2016/17  financial  and  equates 
to  7.96%  of  the  total  operating  expenditure.  Note  that  the  implementation  of  GRAP  17 
accounting  standard  has  meant  bringing  a range  of  assets  previously  not  included  in  the  assets 
register  onto  the  register.

The  cost  of  the  social  package  of  the  registered  indigent  households  is  largely  financed  by 
national  government  through  the  local  government  equitable  share  received  in  terms  of  the 
annual  Division  of  Revenue  Act.

From  the  R 281  million  allocations  to  the  Municipality,  R51  million  is  designated  for  Capital 
Projects.  The  Municipality  has  also  allocated  internally  generated  funds.  Our  decision  to  commit 
additional  funds  to  Capital  spending  has  been  informed  by  the  broader  Cederberg  Community 
through  the  broad  public  participation  process  as  well  as  by  our  believe  that  it  is  indeed  capital 
spending  that  create  sustainable  employment  and  enable  the  entire  Cederberg  area  to  enjoy 
sustainable  infrastructure  that  will  further  promote  economic  activity  in  the  area.  Spending  in 
infrastructure  also  ensures  that  we  create  infrastructure  in,  water,  sewerage,  electricity,  roads, 
housing,  and  others  that  will  facilitate  economic  growth  and  be  able  to  meet  the  growing 
demands  of  our  growing  community. 

Some  of  the  salient  projects  to  be  undertaken  over  the  medium-term  includes,  amongst  others: 

• Lamberts  Bay  Regional  Water  Suppy  and  Desalination  - R14  million 

• Upgrade  Bulk  Waste  Water  T reatment  Work  Lamberts  Bay  - R9  million 

• Upgrade  Roads  and  Stormwater  Citrusdal  - R5  million 

• Upgrade  of  Sportsfield:  Clanwilliam  - R7  million

Explanatory  notes  to  MBRR  Table  A1  - Budget  Summary 


1.  Table  A1  is  a budget  summary  and  provides  a concise  overview  of  the  Municipality  budget 
from  all  of  the  major  financial  perspectives  (operating,  capital  expenditure,  financial  position, 
cash  flow,  and  MFMA  funding  compliance). 

2.  The  table  provides  an  overview  of  the  amounts  approved  by  Council  for  operating 
performance,  resources  deployed  to  capital  expenditure,  financial  position,  cash  and  funding 
compliance,  as  well  as  the  municipality’s  commitment  to  eliminating  basic  service  delivery 
backlogs. 

3.  Financial  management  reforms  emphasises  the  importance  of  the  municipal  budget  being 
funded.  This  requires  the  simultaneous  assessment  of  the  Financial  Performance,  Financial 
Position  and  Cash  Flow  Budgets,  along  with  the  Capital  Budget.  The  Budget  Summary 
provides  the  key  information  in  this  regard: 

a.  The  operating  surplus/deficit  (after  Total  Expenditure)  is  positive  over  the  MTREF 

b.  Capital  expenditure  is  balanced  by  capital  funding  sources,  of  which 

i.  Transfers  recognised  is  reflected  on  the  Financial  Performance  Budget; 

ii.  Borrowing  is  incorporated  in  the  net  cash  from  financing  on  the  Cash  Flow  Budget 
ill.  Internally  generated  funds  is  financed  from  a combination  of  the  current  operating 

surplus  and  accumulated  cash-backed  surpluses  from  previous  years.  The 
amount  is  incorporated  in  the  Net  cash  from  investing  on  the  Cash  Flow  Budget. 
The  fact  that  the  municipality’s  cash  flow  remains  positive,  and  is  improving 
indicates  that  the  necessary  cash  resources  are  available  to  fund  the  Capital 
Budget.

5.  Bulk  purchases  have  significantly  increased  over  the  2016/17  to  2018/19  period  escalating 
from  R 67.024  million  to  R 76.021  million.  These  increases  can  be  attributed  to  the 
substantial  increase  in  the  cost  of  bulk  electricity  from  Eskom. 


6.  Employee  related  costs  and  bulk  purchases  are  the  main  cost  drivers  within  the  municipality 
and  alternative  operational  gains  and  efficiencies  will  have  to  be  identified  to  lessen  the 
impact  of  wage  and  bulk  tariff  increases  in  future  years.

Part  2 - Supporting  Documentation 


2.1  Overview  of  the  annual  budget  process 

Section  53  of  the  MFMA  requires  the  Mayor  of  the  municipality  to  provide  general  political 
guidance  in  the  budget  process  and  the  setting  of  priorities  that  must  guide  the  preparation  of 
the  budget.  In  addition  Chapter  2 of  the  Municipal  Budget  and  Reporting  Regulations  states 
that  the  Mayor  of  the  municipality  must  establish  a Budget  Steering  Committee  to  provide 
technical  assistance  to  the  Mayor  in  discharging  the  responsibilities  set  out  in  section  53  of  the 
Act. 

The  Budget  Steering  Committee  consists  of  the  Municipal  Manager  and  senior  officials  of  the 
municipality  meeting  under  the  chairpersonship  of  the  MMC  for  Finance. 

The  primary  aims  of  the  Budget  Steering  Committee  is  to  ensure: 

• that  the  process  followed  to  compile  the  budget  complies  with  legislation  and  good 
budget  practices; 

• that  there  is  proper  alignment  between  the  policy  and  service  delivery  priorities  set  out 
in  the  Municipality  IDP  and  the  budget,  taking  into  account  the  need  to  protect  the 
financial  sustainability  of  municipality; 

• that  the  municipality’s  revenue  and  tariff  setting  strategies  ensure  that  the  cash 
resources  needed  to  deliver  services  are  available;  and 

• that  the  various  spending  priorities  of  the  different  municipal  departments  are  properly 
evaluated  and  prioritised  in  the  allocation  of  resources. 

2.1 .1  Budget  Process  Overview 

In  terms  of  section  21  of  the  MFMA  the  Mayor  is  required  to  table  in  Council  ten  months  before 
the  start  of  the  new  financial  year  (i.e.  in  August  2010)  a time  schedule  that  sets  out  the  process 
to  revise  the  IDP  and  prepare  the  budget. 

The  Mayor  tabled  in  Council  the  required  the  IDP  and  budget  time  schedule  on  30  August  201 5. 

There  were  no  deviations  from  the  key  dates  set  out  in  the  Budget  Time  Schedule  tabled  in 
Council. 


2.2  Overview  of  alignment  of  annual  budget  with  IDP 

The  Constitution  mandates  local  government  with  the  responsibility  to  exercise  local 
developmental  and  cooperative  governance.  The  eradication  of  imbalances  in  South  African 
society  can  only  be  realized  through  a credible  integrated  developmental  planning  process. 

Municipalities  in  South  Africa  need  to  utilise  integrated  development  planning  as  a method  to 
plan  future  development  in  their  areas  and  so  find  the  best  solutions  to  achieve  sound  long-term 
development  goals.  A municipal  IDP  provides  a five  year  strategic  programme  of  action  aimed 
at  setting  short,  medium  and  long  term  strategic  and  budget  priorities  to  create  a development 
platform,  which  correlates  with  the  term  of  office  of  the  political  incumbents.  The  plan  aligns  the 
resources  and  the  capacity  of  a municipality  to  its  overall  development  aims  and  guides  the 
municipal  budget.  An  IDP  is  therefore  a key  instrument  which  municipalities  use  to  provide 
vision,  leadership  and  direction  to  all  those  that  have  a role  to  play  in  the  development  of  a 
municipal  area.  The  IDP  enables  municipalities  to  make  the  best  use  of  scarce  resources  and 
speed  up  service  delivery. 

Integrated  developmental  planning  in  the  South  African  context  is  amongst  others,  an  approach 
to  planning  aimed  at  involving  the  municipality  and  the  community  to  jointly  find  the  best 
solutions  towards  sustainable  development.  Furthermore,  integrated  development  planning 
provides  a strategic  environment  for  managing  and  guiding  all  planning,  development  and 
decision  making  in  the  municipality. 

It  is  important  that  the  IDP  developed  by  municipalities  correlate  with  National  and  Provincial 
intent.  It  must  aim  to  co-ordinate  the  work  of  local  and  other  spheres  of  government  in  a 
coherent  plan  to  improve  the  quality  of  life  for  all  the  people  living  in  that  area.
